fensive along the U, S. First Arm y 
front in the Rhineland 
bears the 
marks of being an effort to pre­ 


vent. an early Am erican crossing 
of the Hoer River at the key city 
of Duren, and so to postpone the 
dread day of reckoning w ith the 
Allies on the open plain of Co­ 
logne. 
As a matter of fact there have 
been 
many signs recently that 
General Eisenhower himself 
u h s 
about 
ready 
to launch 
another 
major offensive, 
revolving about 
a thrust over the Hoer. Nazi Field 
Marshal 
Von 
Rundstedt 
has 
struck shrewdly to throw Hie A l­ 
lied line off balance and delay 
this drive. 
The desperate 
mood of 
the 
Germans in what may be their 
last great offensive in the west 
is shown 
by a 
dispatch 
from 
Belgium reporting that the Nazis 
massacred 150 disarmed A m eri­ 
can prisoners in one sector, ami 
that Nazi non-coms were shoot­ 
ing wounded doughboys on the 
battle-field. So the true spirit of 
H itlerian barbarism 
is on 
the 
move again, 
The fact 
that 
the 
Germans 
ha\o been using more air power 
than 
they 
have 
employed 
in 
Western Europe since D Day i:- 
highly significant of the impor­ 
tance 
they attach to the crisis 
that has been developing rapid­ 
ly on 
the banks 
of the 
Hoer, 
which shields tile Cologne plain 
from the west. They long have 
been so short of warplanes, oil 
and gasoline that the Luftw affe 
is brought into play only in grave 
emergencies. 
W hile actually there have been 
three battles proceeding along the 
water-logged, 
weather-plagued 
Allied 
front, the 
fierce conflict 
in the Aachen-Duren Motor has 
remained the crucial one.

is, or course, the main gateway 
to

Cologne and so on into the Ruhr

Duren, which stands mainly on 
the east bank of the Hoer, is the

center falls to the Allies, it w ill 
mean that the German line has 
been turned and that they must

quick retreat 
to posi­ 
tions nearer the Rhine, which is 
only about sixteen miles distant 
at this p o i n t .

under General Hodges, 
and the 
Ninth under

Simpson 
on the north have kept driving 
for the strategic Hoer in the face 
of as tough winter going as could 
be imagined. 
It s been

However, by 
persistence which oft* n bas tax­

endurance of 
men who 
have lived and 
fought in mud 
and water, they finally reached 
the river bank
